‘next Maius and Funius, from the Ages of his Peo. 


le, majores natu and Funicres; the remainin 
onths, which were Quiveils,’ Sextild, September, 
Od, ber, November, December, had ‘their Names 
from the Order of their Number.’ * Fanucry and 
February were afierwards added, and had their 
Names, the firft froin Fans, the other from Fe- 
bruum, which word according to Cenforinus, figni- 
fies any thing that has a purging or purifying 
Quality. Ot thele twelve Months, there were two, 
viz, Quinsilé and. Sexti/s, whole Names were 


changed into and AuguRus, in Honour of 


thofe firft Roman Emperors.
